The  city  has  talked  extensively  with  Wilderness  Associates, 
planners  of  the  Four  Seasons  ski  and  recreation  complex,  but 
has  not  made  any  formal  agreements  as  yet.

Miner  concurred,  saying,  “I  have  been  frankly  appalled  by 
the  lack  of  understanding  among  the  hospital  people  about 
the  highest  and  best  use  for  that  property.” 

‘Not  considered’ 

Hospital  representatives,  including  Brent  Reynolds  and 
Jane  Shelton*  said  they  had  not  heard  of  the  project  until 
three  weeks  ago.  This,  Reynolds  said,  has  antagonized  many 
at  the  hospital.  “The  hospital  people  have  not  been 
considered  in  this,”  he  said. 

Mrs.  Shelton  said  she  felt  the  misunderstandings  and 
negative  feelings  had  resulted  from  “inadequate 
communication”  between  the  state  hospital  board  and  the 
hospital  staff  in  Provo.  “I  think  it’s  an  interdepartmental 
thing,”  she  added. 

Dr.  Roger  Kinger,  superintendent  of  the  state  mental 
hospital  in  Provo,  expressed  concern  over  the  bill  Wednesday. 
He  said  he  was  contacted  approximately  a  year  ago  about  the 
land,  but  the  city  only  expressed  a  desire  for  about  65  acres.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
House,  subcommittee

Election  hopefuls 


answer  questions

ASBYU  political  finalists  locked 
horns  Wednesday  during  the  weekly 
Speak  Out,  however,  it  seems  each 
candidate  weathered  the  debate  and  has 
since  returned  to  the  business  of  vote 
getting. 

The  two-hour  Speak  Out  in  the 
Memorial  Lounge  drew  a  crowd  of 
interested  students,  whose  questions 
were  fielded  by  candidates. 

In  the  most  hotly  contested  office 
race,  students  saw  Jamis  Johnson,  and 
his  runningmate,  Susan  Lindsay,  answer 
allegations  regarding  their  platform 
planks. 

“We  can’t  promise  different  ticket 
distribution  policy  or  better 
concerts  .  . .  you  (students)  elect  vice 
presidents  for  that,”  explained  Miss 
Lindsay.  “We  can  promise  better 
administration,  better  budgeting  and 
better  student  communication.” 

“We  are  trying  hard  to  run  on  a 
presidental  platform,”  said  Johnson, 
who  said  he  wants  to  establish  a  council 
of  students  in  every  department  to  help 
evaluate  curriculum.  He  indicated  that, 


if  elected,  he.  would  strive  to  get  student 
opinion  through  the  establishment  of  a 
polling  service. 

After  initial  statements,  Bob  Henrie 
and  Clark  Richter  responded  to 
questions  regarding  what  innovations 
they  would  make  in  the  present  student 
government  system.  “Present  student 
government  does  not  serve  the  everyday 
needs  of  the  students,”  said  Henrie, 
“traditionally,  through  the  60’s  and  the 
70’ s,  ASBYU  has  developed  into  a  travel 
agency  and  a  program  bureau.” 

“Where  has  BYU  been?”  Henrie  asked 
those  present,  “Our  platform  is  to  get 
ASBYU  involved  in  a  university  and 
community  level,  and  to  make  ASBYU 
subservient  to  the  real  needs  of  the 
students.” 

Henrie  explained  the  difference 
between  his  presidential  platform  and 
what  some  people  have  identified  as  a 
“glorified  Ombudsman”  platform 
stating,  “what’s  wrong  with  helping 
students  with  their  problems?”  He 
continued,  “If  elected,  as  president,  I 
will  use  the  two  years  of  Ombudsman 
Office  experience  to  help  the  students.” 

Each  candidate  was  allowed  to  ask 
one  question  directed  at  his  opponent. 
Johnson  asked  Henrie  to  comment 
about  his  platform  which  indicates  that 


a  student  representative  should  be 
appointed  to  the  Provo  City 
Commission.  That’s  already  been  done, 
and  represents  nothing  new. 

Henrie  explained  his  intention  was  to 
get  a  more  responsive  representative  to 
represent  the  students.  He  mentioned 
that  several  members  of  the  city 
commission  did  not  even  know  who  the 
current  student  representative  is,  nor  are 
the  students  aware  of  their 
representative. 

Henrie  then  asked  Johnson  about  the 
traditionalism  on  his  platform  with 
reference  to  the  present  government 
system.  Johnson  said  if  traditional 
student  government  means  polling 
students  to  better  represent  them, 
setting  up  councils  in  every  department 
and  budgeting  money  better,  then,  “I 
like  it.” 

Emotions  surfaced  as  questions  from 
the  audience  were  asked  to  candidates 
running  for  Social  v.p. 

According  to  candidate  Randy  Sloat, 
“BYU  will  never  be  the  great  university 
until  student  opinion  and  ideas  are 
expanded  to  their  fullest.” 

Dan  Morgan,  Stoat’s  opponent  said 
there  is  a  real  need  to  start  new

Harmon  had  been  found 
guilty  by  the  Elections 
Violations  Committee 
Tuesday  of  illegal  display  of 
campaign  posters  and  was 
suspended  from  campaigning 
until  Thursday  morning 

On  appeal  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  the  sentence  was 
reduced  and  Harmon  was 
allowed  to  campaign  and 
participate  in  Wednesday’s 
Speak  Out. His  opponent, 
Dave  Cannon,  was  also 
accused  of  a  similar  violation. 

Elections  Committee 
Chairman  Steve  Swan 
explained  ASBYU  bylaws 
give  the  violations  committee 
the  right  to  censure  or 
disqualify  a  candidate.  “The 
court  interpreted  “censure” 
to  mean  a  reprimand;  we 
considered  it  a  right  to 
suspend,”  he  explained.

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Reactions  on  what  should 
be  done  with  ASBYU  money 
that  was  to  buy  oranges  for 
the  student  body  will  be  a 
main  topic  of  discussion  in 
this  week’s  Executive  Council 
meeting,  according  to  Reid 
Robison,  ASBYU  president. 

“Only  four  suggestions 
were  given  to  me  on  how  to 
use  the  money  we  would  buy 
oranges  with,”  Robison  said. 
“I  have  received  many 
dissatisfied  comments  and 
flack.”  Letters  to  the  editor 
have  also  been  written. 

“But,”  said  Robison,  “only 
one  person  of  those  who 
wrote  to  the  editor  have 
come  to  me  with  a  suggestion 
as  to  how  to  use  the  money.  I 
find  that  surprising.” 

The  suggestions  received 
have  been:  send  oranges  to 


people  who  need  them;  give 
the  money  to  the  American 
Fork  Training  School;  buy 
books  for  the  library ;  and  use 
the  money  for  a  scholarship 
fund,  Robison  said. 

In  a  letter  to  the  editor 
dated  March,  7 Robison  said, 
“It  has  come  to  my  attention 
that  many  students  have 
misconstrued  the  Executive 
Council’s  decision  to  pass  out 
oranges  as  a  bribe  for  voting. 

“Originally  I  asked  council 
members  to  submit  to  me 
proposals  for  what  they  could 
do  for  a  project  to  affect  the 
student  body  and  involve 
every  officer.  The  orange 
proposal  was  the  best  of  the 
proposed  projects,”  Robison 
said. 

Other  proposals  before  the 
council  at  the  time  of  the 
orange  proposal  were 
defeated  for  reasons  other 
than  lack  of  funds.  ASBYU, 


contrary  to  previous  remarks, 
is  not  out  of  money.  In  fact, 
several  offices  have  quite  a  bit 
of  money  left,  Robison 
commented. 

“My  real  intent  in  writing 
this  letter  is  to  ask  all 
interested  students  for  their 
feedback  on  how  to  use  the 
money  set  aside  for  a  council 
project,”  his  letter  continued. 
“All  ideas  and  proposals 
should  be  addressed  to  me  at 
433  ELWC.” 

In  further  explanation  of 
this  letter,  Robison  said  there 
was  $1,000  left  in  his  travel 
fund,  and  there  may  be 
money  left  over  in  the  Social 
and  Academics  Offices. 
However,  no  exact  figure  is 
presently  available,  he  said. 

All  calls  and  letters  will  be 
appreciated  as  to  how  to  use 
the  $690,  Robison  said. 


State  tax  to  raise 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  State  income 
taxes  for  Utahns  will  be  going  up. 

The  State  House  of  Representatives  late 
Wednesday  approved  a  tax  increase  which 
should  net  the  state  about  $12.5  million 
during  the  next  fiscal  year. 

The  income  tax  bill  had  been  the  center 
of  a  bitter  partisan  battle  over  what  means 
would  best  balance  the  proposed  1975-76 
stage  budget. 

The  bill,  which  previously  passed  the 
Senate,  made  it  through  the  house  on  a 
vote  of  40-35. 

That  is  the  exact  difference  between  the 
two  parties  in  the  House,  but  the  vote 
departed  from  strict  party  line  in  four 
cases. 

Republican  Reps.  William  Holt  of 


Syracuse  and  C.  Elmo  Turner  of  South 
Jordan  voted  with  the  Democratic 
majority,  and  Democratic  Reps.  Samuel 
Taylor  and  Edward  Brown,  both  of  Salt 
Lake,  voted  with  the  Republicans  against 
the  bill. 

Just  before  the  vote,  Taylor  challenged 
his  colleagues  to  “follow  principle,  not 
expendiency.” 

He  said  salary  raises  in  the  budget  for 
public  employes  and  school  teachers  were 
too  high. 

“We  must  take  care  of  the  waste  in 
government  before  we  pass  on  a  tax 
increase,”  he  said. 

Just  before  passing  the  bill,  the  House 
defeated  a  Republican  attempt  to  cut  the 
increase  to  about  $5.5  million.

Dr.  Robert  Fogel,  author  of 
“Time  on  the  Cross”  and 
occupant  of  the  J.  Fish  Smith 
Chair  in  the  BYU  Department 
of.Economics,  spoke  to 
economics  and  history 
students. 

The  most  important  point 
of  his  book,  Fogel  said,  is  its 
“revelation  of  a  remarkable 
record  of  black  achievement 
under  adversity,  contrary  to 
the  general  feeling  that  black 
slaves  were  happy-go-lucky, 
lazy  and  inefficient.” 

Through  several  years  of 
research,  Fogen  said  he  has 
found  many  points  about 
black  slavery  far  different 
than  the  stereotypes  usually 
used  to  describe  slaves.  He 
said  he  did  not  condone 
slavery,  but  said  that,  “The 
years  of  black  enslavement 
and  the  Civil  War  in  which 
they  terminated  were  our 
nation’s  time  on  the  cross.” 

Among  his  contentions  was 
the  idea  that:  “Slavery  was 
not  a  system  irrationally  kept 
in  existence  by  plantation 
owners  who  failed  to  perceive 
or  were  indifferent  to  their 
best  economic  interests.” 

Fogel  cited  statistics 
showing  the  value  of  slavery 
to  plantation  and  southern 
economy,  and  said  that

BYU’s  Tele-tip  system  is  being  expanded 
from  the  present  single  phone  line  to  three 
lines  and  an  on-campus  extension  number. 

The  expansion  is  to  insure  students  calling 
for  information  that  there  will  be  less  of  a 
chance  of  receiving  a  busy  signal,  according 
to  Dr.  Ray  W.  Alvord  of  Student  Life 
Services. 

The  on-campus  extension  number,  he 
explained,  will  give  the  Tele-tip  system 
greater  access  to  those  already  on  campus 
and  decrease  the  problems  of  having  to  call 
an  off-campus  number. 

Tele-tip  is  an  information  dispensing 
system  where  students  and  faculty  may  call 
and  listen  to  one  of  165  tapes  give 
information,  about  different  vital  campus 
subjects,  Alvord  said. 

In  the  last  year  and  a  half  the  Tele-tip 
system  has  been  operating,  the  information 
it  carries  has  been  revised  and  updated 
several  times,  he  added. 

Alvord  indicated  that  in  this  period  of 
time,  the  number  of  information  tapes  has 
increased  about  400  per  cent  —  from  the 
original  40  tapes  to  the  present  160. 

These  tapes  are  from  40  different  areas  on 
campus  that  offer  student  services  and 
Alvord  said  he  feels  that  students  could 
benefit  from  this  type  of  accessible 
information. 

One  of  Tele-tip’s  main  problems  is  making 
the  students  aware  of  the  service  offered. 


The  160  available  tapes  cover  a  wide  range 
of  student  concerns  from  personal  problems 
to  how  to  change  majors. 

Alvord  said  that  the  single  most  requested 
tape  in  the  system  is  the  answer  to  the 
question,  “I  have  never  had  a  date  since 
coming  to  BYU,  what  should  I  do?’ 

The  next  revision  of  the  system  will  be  in 
August,  Alvord  noted,  when  a  new  section 
will  be  added  -  that  of  topics  mainly 
concerning  faculty  members. 

Organizations  which  sponsor  tapes  in  this 
system  have  the  responsibility  of  updating 
the  information  as  necessary.  Alvord  said, 
“To  the  best  of  our  capability,  the 
information  is  current  and  correct.  If  a 
student  finds  any  errors  he  should  call  the 
Academics  Office.” 

Alvord  welcomed  topic  suggestions  for 
new  tapes  from  the  students.  A  number  of 
the  present  topics  •  were  suggested  by 
students. 

Students  wishing  to  obtain  a  list  of  the 
information  contained  in  the  Tele-tip  system 
can  pick  up  a  brochure  with  a  full  list  of 
topics  at  the  student  information  desk, 
ELWC;  the  information  desk,  ASB;  the 
Learning  Resource  Center,  HBLL;  college 
advisement  centers;  and  the  Academic 
Standards  Office,  ASB. 


Many  other  campuses  seem  interested  in 
setting  up  a  similar  system,  he  noted.  His 
office  has  received  requests  for  information 
on  its  operations  and  how  to  organize  the 
facility  from  between  1 5  and  20  universities.

checks  were  necessary,  she 
said. 

The  study  was  made  by 
first  contacting  the  50 
students  who  had  positive 
strep  culture  readings,  said 
Mrs.  Ellis.  However,  only  22 
students  responded  to  her 
calls.  ■ 

The  students  were  asked  if 
they  had  the  following 
symptoms:  aching  joints, 
tenderness  in  the  kidney  area, 
blood  in  the  urine,  and 
nodules  under  the  skin, 
reported  Mrs.  Ellis.  A  blood 
test  was  run  to  check  the 
sedimentation  rate  in  the 
blood.  Each  student  also 
received  a  urine  test  to  check 
for  protein  or  red  blood  cells, 
added  Mrs.  Ellis. 

The  results  were  negative 
for  any  signs  of  rheumatic 
fever  or  kidney  troubles  due 
to  the  strep,  said  Mrs.  Ellis, 
except,  for  two  cases.  One 
case  was  a  student  with 
rheumatoid  arthritis  and  the 


other  was  a  pregnancy,  both 
of  which  have  high  sediments, 
which  is  normal  for  them,  she 
commented 

“With  adequate  treatment 
of  penicillin  for  strep,  we 
don’t  feel  a  need  to  check 
further  for  rheumatic  fever,” 
said  Mrs.  Ellis.  “We  want  to 
give  complete  care  to  the 
patients,  but  do  not  want  to 
waste  our  resources  on 
unnecessary  follow-up.” 

Mrs.  Ellis  said  viral  sore 
throats  can  appear  like  strep 
and  visa-versa,  so  it  is  safe  to 
have  a  culture  test  run  on 
sore  throats  where  .  there  is 
doubt.  People  could  walk 
around  with  rheumatic  fever 
and  not  know  it,  she  said. 
Mrs.  Ellis  added  that 
rheumatic  fever  is  the  largest 
cause  of  heart  disease  for 
people  under  50. 

After  having  rheumatic 
fever  once,  that  person  can 
contact  strep  much  easier, 
said  Mrs.  Ellis.

No.  1  gymnast  works  out  at

Watching  a  championship  gymnast’s  muscles  flex  and 
tighten  as  he  vaults  over  the  long  horse  or  does  a  handstand 
on  the  rings,  it’s  easy  to  conclude  that  he’s  expending  a 
great  deal  of  energy. 

But  according  to  BYU  gymnast  Wayne  Young,  who  ranks 
No.  1  in  the  U.S.,  the  workout  is  more  mental  than 
physical. 

“That’s  not  to  say  you  don’t  work  up  a  sweat  or  increase 
your  heartbeat.”  he  said,  “but  it  takes  a  lot  of 
concentration,  and  it’s  also  a  different  type  of  exercise 
than  long-distance  running  or  basketball.” 

He  then  went  on  to  explain  the  difference  between 
aerobic  and  anaerobic  exercise,  gymnastics  belonging  to  the 
latter  classification.  Aerobics  involve  exercises  which  are 
designed  to  increase  oxygen  intake  through  exercise  over  a 
lengthy  time.  Anaerobics  involves  a  “work,  then  rest,  work, 
then  rest”  prenciple. 

Mental  discipline  is  also  vital  in  many  areas  of 
gymnastics,  he  said. 

“You  don’t  get  to  eat  a  lot,”  Young  said,  “You’re  not 
burning  up  a  lot  of  calories  like  you  do  in  long-distance 
running.  A  person  in  that  sport  can  afford  to  eat  more, 
because  he’s  going  to  burn  it  off. 

But  in  gymnastics,  if  you’re  competing  with  the  best 
people  in  the  world  and  you’re  overweidht,  it’s  like  having 
a  five  or  six  pound  belt  tied  around  your  Waist. 

“There  is  no  specific  weight  requirement,  as  in 
wrestling,”  he  said,  “but  agility  requires  that  you  keep  you 
weight  down.”  He  added  that  the  best  gymnast  keep  their 
body  fat  around  two  or  three  per  cent.  “And  that’s  as  low 
as  a  person  can  get  it,”  he  said. 

Married  life 

The  5-foot-5,  122-lb.  senior  from  Provo  also  said  married 


life  has  helped  his  gymnastic  discipline.  “My  wife  is  very 
supportive,  and  I  really  appreciate  that,”  he  says.  We’re  not 
together  as  muchas  we’d  like  to  be— she  teaches  school  and 
I  have  workouts,  but  it  makes  us  appreciate  it  more  when 
we  are  together.  It’s  kept  us  apart  somewhat,  but  it  has  also 
brought  us  together.” 

Mental  discipline  is  particularly  essential  during  a  meet, 
he  noted.  Although  he  was  WAC  charhpion  last  year, 
BYU’s  first  all-american  gymnast,  third  in  last  year’s  NCAA 
finals,  tied  for  first  with  Dave  Rupp  of  New  Mexico  for 
first  at  the  World  Game  Trials,  was  first  on  the  U.S.  team  at 
the  World  Games  in  Bulgaria  and  25th  out  of  200 
international  athletes  and  placed  fourth  at  the  Canadian 
Milk  Cup  All  Star  Championships,  he  emphasizes  that  each 
victory  must  be  earned. 

“You  can’t  ever  look  at  it  like  being  alone  at  the  top,”  he 
says.  “It’s  easy  to  go  from  a  9.5  to  a  7.5.  Anytime  when 
you’re  competing  in  12  routines,  someone  can  fall  off  or 
blow  it,  and  one  mistake  too  many  is  all  it  takes.” 

All-around  competition 

Young  competes  in  the  all-around,  which  means  he 
participates  in  six  different  activities  for  an  overall  score. 
“The  interesting  thing  about  international  competition  is 
that  there  are  not  specialists,”  he  said.  “Each  team  is 
composed  of  six  men.  Each  man  competes  in  all  of  the 
events,  and  then  five  top  scores  are  counted.” 

The  events  include:  (1)  floor  exercise,  (2)  side  horse,  (3) 
rings,  (4)  long  horse,  (5)  parallel  bars  and  (6)  high  bar. 
College  competition  uses  the  same  events,  but  teams  are 
composed  of  12  men,  with  three  all-around  men  and  two 
specialists  allowed  in  each  event.

20-22  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse  at  7  p.m.  Young  says  that 
the  Cougars  have  too  many  injuries  to  do  well  in  the 
championships.  “There  are  only  one  or  two  healthy  guys 


on  the  team,”  he  said,  noting  that  the  second  man  in  the 
all-around,  Jay  Smith,  will  probably  be  out  with  a  shoulder 
injury. 

Y oung,  who  was  all-region  and  all-state  diver  in  high 
school,  almost  pursued  that  career  instead  of  gymnastics. 

“It  was  a  pretty  close  toss-up,”  he  said,  “I  had  competed 
in  diving  at  Provo  High  and  was  offered  the  same  amount 
of  scholarships  at  BYU  in  both  sports.  I  did  some  thinking 
and  praying  about  it  and  decided  that  for  me,  I  would 
enjoy  gymnastics  more.” 

“I  don’t  want  to  be  negative  about  diving,”  he  said,  “but 
gymnastics  is  a  more  all-around  sport,  and  there  were  more 
opportunites  in  it.

Y  planetarium  to  show 
galaxy  motion,  position 


“Our  understanding  of  the 
universe  extends  no  longer 
simply  to  the  stars,  but  to  the 
realms  of  the  most  distant 
galaxies,”  said  Dr.  Clark 
Christensen,  who  will  lecture 
on  “The  World  of  Galaxies  at 
BYU’s  Summerhays 
Planetarium  today. 

Dr.  Clark,  a  professor  of 
physics  and  astronomy  at 
BYU,  will  discuss  how  the 
galaxies  are  distributed  in 
space  and  the  kinds  of 
motion  and  stellar 
populations  they  exhibit. 

The  showings  will  begin  at 
7:30  and  8:30  p.m.,  and 
entry  to  the  Planetarium  is 
through  Room  492  of  the 
Eyring  Physical  Science 
Center.  A  nominal  cj^arge  of 
50  cents  for  adults  and  25 
cents  for  students  and 
children  is  made. 

An  audience  of  about  60 
persons  can  be  seated  at  one 


time  under  the  hemispherical 
structure  to  view  the  celestial 
show  on  the  underside  of  the 
dome.  A  complicated 
apparatus  creates  an  illusion 
of  the  sky  at  night. 

The  projector  shows  the 
appearance  of  the 
constellations  of  stars,  the 
milky  way,  sun,  moon  and

The  BYU  planetarium,  the 
first  ever  built  in  Utah,  was 
constructed  in  1957  near  the 
astronomical  observatory  on 
the  Eyring  Physical  Science 
Center.

A  federal  grant  to  support 
construction  and  upkeep  of  a 
new  chapter  of  the  local 
Boys’  Club  is  being  sought  by 
the  Utah  County  Boy’s  Club 
organization.
